Having Extra 
Pocket Money, 
Like $39,770, 
Isn't A Crime

"You can't hold a man forever just because 


he happens to hold more than the ordinary 
aninml of pocket change," Berrien Circuit 
.fudge Chester J. Byrns said Monday while 
sentencing a California man to probation.' 


The "pocket change" Byrns referred to 


was $39,770 in cash confiscated by state 
police of the Bunion Harbor post when Pnz 
Barraza, 27, of VVatsonville, Calif., was 
arrested Sept. 21. 


The judge said state, federal, and Incal 


authorities have been unable to connect the 
cash "with any illegal action." So Hyrns 
sentenced Barra/a to two years probation, 
with the first 15 days in jail, and assessed 
£10(1 fine and costs for attempted carrying a 
concealed weapon — a .45-calibcr automatic 
pistol. 


"There's nothing I can do but to treat 


(him) as the usual first offender cimvicled of 
a not very serious crime," Byrns said. The 
judge said Barraza works on a farm in 
California and has only one traffic ticket on 
his record. 


Of the money, Byrns commented: "I have 


never seen anything like it — it's naturally 
suspect." The judge said the money is 
presently being held by the federal Drug 
Enforcement Agency. Barra/a's attorney, 
James .Icsse of Buchanan, said a quantity of 
a substance used to "cut" (dilute) heroin \vas 
confiscated when troopers stopped Barra/a's 
car on I-9-i at 1-1% in Benton Township. Bui

About Carter 


MARIPOSA, Calif. - Winter 


has come to the foothills of the 
Sierra Nevada, and the wind 
outside whistles through! the 
towering 
evergreens. 
Tom 


DeVries sits in front of a 
crackling fire at his home here 
and recalls his last encounter 
with President Carter: 


"The drought of the past year 


was just one more catastrophe 
for the fanners and ranchers of 
the West. But nothing the 
President said when he was 
here six months ago indicated 
he understood that there arc 
larger economic and social 
problems 
faced 
by 
these 


people." 


DeVries is a writer and 


former city dweller who moved 
here only about five years ago. 
But his perception of Carter is 
generally shared by others who 
have lived far longer in the 
non-urban West. 


"Where I corne from," says 


Joe Russin, whose family lives 
near Larainle, Wyo., "when a 
man says, 'trust me, I'll never 
lie to you,' folks instinctively 
reach to make sure their wallets 
are intact." 


"The President is well-inten- 


tioned, but he's hopelessly 
uninformed about the West," 
says Bonnie Jeanne Brown, a 
native of Klamath Falls, the 
principal trading center for 
farmers and ranchers in south- 
central Oregon. 


Those towns arc important 


because Los Angeles, San Fan- 
Cisco, Dcnvr and Seattle aren't 
typical of the one region of the 
country where small communi- 
ties and open spaces are still 
dominant. 


One of Carter's few visits to 


the rural West came last May, 
when he toured the farm 
operated by Charles Kryder in 
Rcedlcy, Calif., in the drought- 
stricken San Joaquin Valley. 


DeVries was present as an 


observer, then returned to 
Kryder's farm-recently. He 
found that Kryder's orange crop 


was only half what had been 
expected, partly because insect 
infeslation left the fruit scarred 
and unmarketable. The olive 
crop was less than a third the 
size of 1976. Manuel Silva, a 
neighboring cattleman who 
joined Carter and Kryder for the 
highly publicized tour, had 250 
head two years ago. But the 
herd was only half that size at 
the time of' the presidential 
visit. 


"Right 
after I met 
the 


president, I sold nearly all the 
rest of the cattle I had," says 
Silva. "I won't be buying again 
until It rains." 


Like Kryder, Bonnie Brown 


believes the Carter administra- 
tion just doesn't understand the 
special problems of the West. 
Some examples she cites: 


"They've issued tough hew 


regulations to cut down on min- 
ing on public lands, but the 'coal 
at any cost' approach to the 
president's energy 
program 


means stripping away vast por- 
tions of Montana, Wyoming and 
North Dakota. 


"The president comes out 


here to warn' us'about the.need 
for water conservation. Wes- 
terners have understood the 
importance of water for more 
than a century. That's what the 
range wars were all about." 


The uneasiness toward the 


president shared by many in 
this region 
Is more than 


matched in Washington, where 
a politically oriented While 
House vividly remembers that 
the 
West 
voted 
almost 


unanimously (Hawaii was the 
only exception) for Carter's 
Republican opponent in last 
year's general election. 


"The people here really don't 


dislike him. It's just that he's 
tremendously frustrating to 
deal with," says Bonnie Jeanne 
Brown. '.'So far, he's done 
nothing to repair the damage in 
the West. He's just made it 
worse." 


Journal Reports 


On Key Issues 


Most intellectually significant 


journals arise out of particular 
historical circumstances, and 
derive their energies 
from 


them. Thus Partisan Review, 
probably the most influential 
intellectual journal during the 
'.10s and '40s paradoxically 
combined modernism in the 
arts (Eliot, Joyce, Gide, et al) 
with a Trotskyisl brand of 
Marxism in [ttlitics. This com- 
bination, inherently unstable, 
proved to Ire very productive 
intellectually. 


The New Republic, National 


Review, Commentary — all 
arose out'of very particular, 
thojigh of course, different cir- 
cumstances, giving each a par- 
ticular identity arid energy. 


Ordinarily in this column I do 


not call attention to current 
journals, but when something 
genuinely distinctive or even 
extraordinary comes along I 
feel justified in breaking my 
rule. 


For several years, a quarterly 


magazine called The Human 
Life Review has been publishing 
a wide range of articles of ex- 
ceptionally high quality, and it 
has attracted to its pages both 
established writers and rising 
younger ones. 


Take the current Issue, for 


fall, 1977. It leads off with an 
article by Malcolm Muggcridge, 
the superb British prose stylist 
and combative Christian con- 
vert. Muggeridgc must be one 
of the most 
articulate in- 


dividuals alive, and whatever he 
writes is always worth reading. 
Here he argues that a "slippery 
slope" could lead from abortion 
to euthanasia. 


The particular circumstance 


out of which The Human Life 
Review arose was the anti- 
abortion movement of the 1960s 
and 1970s, and it still derives 
much of ils energies from that 
origin, but its range has been 
greatly extended. 


Abortion, of course, raises all 


sorts of legal, philosophical and 
social 
issues, as 
well 
as 


religious ones, 
and 
It 
is 


therefore an issue that opens up 
many other issues. 


It is not surprising that some 


of the most authoritative writ- 


ing on the abortion issue ap- 
pears in this journal. Thus, in 
the fall, 1977, issue referred to 
above, we have a lucid analysis 
of the evolving abortion position 
of the Supreme Court by John T. 
Noonan Jr., professor of law al 
Berkeley. 


But the range of The Human 


Life Review extends far, beyond 
abortion, even in all its wider 
Implications. Thus Ihe fall issue 
also contains Iwo thoughtful ar- 
ticles on homosexuality by two 
younger but already brilliant 
writers M.J. Sobran and Ellen 
Wilson. You may be sure that 
both of them will be much heard 
from in the future. 


As a sample of the range 


available here, contemplate Ihe 
contents of the summer, 1977, 
issue: Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
on "Voluntarism"; John T. 
Noonan Jr. on "The Law as 
Teacher"; James Hitchcock on 
"The Roots of Violence"; Bryan. 
Griffin on "Genetic Engineer- 
ing"; Prof. Thomas Sullivan on 
"Euthanasia"; M.J. Sobran on 
"Pornography." 


I myself am pleased to be on 


the editorial board. 
If this 


magazine seems to be your kind

Next, glue a decorative braid 


around the edges, so that all 
parts of the can are completely 
covered. A figure or grouping 
glued (o Ihe bottom of the insJdc 
completes the ornament. 


If a hanging ornament is 


desired, simply tie a gold or 
silver string around the top, and 
to that tie a loop of the same 
string to act as the hanger. 


"Any small can will do," said

used for variety."

Baum- 
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gardner recommends taking the 
cheese out of the refrigerator an 
hour or so before serving. 


"Many homcmakcrs do not 


realize that cheese can also be 
frozen," she says. "Most hard 
cheeses can be quite success- 
fully fro/eh for about six weeks. 
Freeze chevse in one-half pound 
portions for quick and even 
freezing. It is important that 
cheese by frozen in airtight 
containers, or in a mois- 
tureproof wrapping to prevent 
evaporation." 


Frozen cheese should be 


thawed in the refrigerator so It 
will defrost slowly. Some cheese 
which has been frozen tends to 
become crumbly and dry, so 
Baumgardner recommends us- 
ing it as quickly as possible.

Fray the ends of the skirt 


cords, but do not brush.

make, said MRS. Bowman, and 
can be completed in any com- 
bination of colors prefcrried. 


Professional-looking, 
but 


simple to make, describes the 
"stained glass" Christmas or- 
naments made by Dorothy 
Brown. 


The only materials needed are 


a cookie sheet, aluminum foil, 
metal "stained glass" frames in 
various shapes, and plastic 
cooking crystals. The frames 
and crystals may IK purchased 
in a craft shop. 


To make the ornaments, first 


place a layer of aluminum foil 
on a cookie sheet, then lay the 
frames face up on the foil. 
There should be a little space 
iKlween frames. 


With fingers or tweezers, 


place the cooking crystals in all 
open spaces of each frame, ex- 
cept the small circle on top, 


which is left open for attaching 
the hanger. Use any combina- 
tion of colors desired for the or- 
nament, but only one color in 
each space of the frame. 


When all the frames 
arc 


filled, put the cookie sheet into 
the oven and bake for 20 
minutes at 450 degrees. The 
heat will melt the crystals, 
creating a glass-like effect as 
they cool. Do not remove the 
ornaments from 
the cookie 


sheet until cool enough to touch. 


Tie a loop of thread or tinsel 


through the top circle of each 
frame, and the ornament is 
ready to hang in a window or on 
the Christmas tree. 


Older children may enjoy 


helping lo make these or- 
naments, but should be super- 
vised lo prevent burns. 


"It's easy to do," said Mrs. 


Brown, who made the or- 
naments for the first time this 
year for Ihe United Methodist 
church fall bazaar.

Child and Family-Services of 


Michigan's Family Resource 
Center, 2700 Niles Avc., St. 
Joseph, scheduled to open 
Tuesday, Dec. 6, will hold an 
open house for 
professional 


personnel Thursday, Dec. 1, 
.from noon to 4 p.m. 


The center will provide 24- 


hour crisis counseling, infor- 
mation and rtfcrral-serviccs, 
24-hour "hot-line" 
and 
an 


emergency shelter for families 
at. no cost to the family. 


Referrals will be accepted 


from Protective Services as>ell 
as other community agencies 
and self-referrals. 


There will be five trained, 


professional staff members at 
the center. They include Frann 
LaClair, program coordinator; 
Sue Tymittz; Judy Peplinski, 
and Chris Davis. A Family 
Resource Center counselor will 
be on duty 24-houre a day. Sup- 
port will also be received from 
the Protective Services staff and 
trained volunteers. 


According to Moss, the center 


also coordinates services with 
Homemakcr Services, family 
and 
individual 
counseling, 


Parent Aides, Public Healfh 
services, Parents Anonymous 
and legal services. 


Goals of the center are'to 


preserve the family and restore 
it to a-well-functioning unit, 
provide support for parents and 
children in times of stress, 
remove the stigma that is as- 
sociated with child abuse and 
neglect, and encourage self- 
referrals to. break the chain of 
abuse and neglect in families. 


Moss added that the Family 


Resource Center Is an idea 
which evolved from the Berrien 
County Task Force on Child 
Abuse 
and 
Neglect. 
After 


studying the rapidly growing 
rale of abuse and neglect, the 
Task Force concluded that a 
shelter for victims of this 
problem was needed in the 
community. 


The center 
is the 
first 


program of its kind in Michigan 
and only the fourth In the 
country. 


Reported cases of child abuse 


and neglect have increased an- 
nually for the past five years. In 
1974, there were 24,000 cases of 
abuse reported which tripled 
the 1970 statistics nationally. In 
1B76 in Berrien County alone, 
there were over 1,100 reported 
cases. 


The Family Resource Center 


will be a program for families 
experiencing stressful - situa- 
tions which may result in abuse 
and neglect, according to Moss. 


As a last resort, children arc 


removed from the home while 
parents receive aid. This Is not 
Ihe ideal situation, according to 
Moss. Families experiencing 
stress may find feeling of frus- 
tration compounded by being 
separated. 
The 
Family 


Resource Center will work with 
the family so they can work 
constructively as!a unit toward 
eliminating abuse and neglect. 


The Family Resource Center 


is an extension of Child and 
Family Services of Michigan in

tives who have had sugar 
diabetes. My mother died at 78 
with diabetes. Is there anything 
I can do to prevent getting sugar 
diabetes? I am In good health, 5 
feet 8, and weigh 150 pounds. 


DEAR 
READER 
— The 


hereditary aspects of diabetes 
are sometimes hard to es- 
tablish. Why? Because there is 
more than one cause 
for 


diabetes. It may be inherited or 
it may follow a disease of the 
pancreas or even mumps. It is 
probably 
several 
different 


diseases all with abnormally 


elevated blood glucose levels. 


Tlie other reason is that even 


inherited 
diabetes 
may 


manifest itself at different ages. 
If it tended to occur at age 75, 
but the person died from other 
causes at age 45, there would be 
no way of knowing that such an 
individual carried the genes to 
develop diabetes later in life. 


It is a good idea to do what you 


can to prevent diabetes. Avoid- 
ing obesity is the most impor- 
tant measure. Avoid excess 
sweets and rely more on raw 
fruits and plain vegetables 
rather than sweets for the car- 
bohydrates in your diet. Remain

Cherry said Daglow chose in-

He lost money, and poured the 
farmers' grain proceeds back 
into his business, Daglow said. 


Daglow said in an Interview

Dorn Dicl, slate director of

week; I&M officials said Monday. Philip Carl Jr., I&M's Benton 
Harbor division manager, said workers are in the process now . 
of replacing some 00 to 67 electrical connectors that the U.S. 
Nuclear ilegulatroy Commission said had to be tested or 
replaced. 


The reactor at the Donald C. Cook nuclear plant was shut 


down Nov. 19, and the costs for the repairs, and buying power 
from olher sources, along with the plant's fixed operating 
charges, will probably amount to over $1 million. Carl added. 
Some, but not all of (hat cost, will tost fuel cost adjustment 
rates for I&M customers beginning a month or so from now, 
Carl said. 


It isn't known now what kind of percentage increase the 


shutdown costs will make In customer fuel bills, he said. "There 


\vill be an increase, but I don't think it will be substantial," lie 
said. 


The plant's 1,050,000-kilowalt Unit 1 was shut down after the 


NEC disclosed that some electrical systems connectors at (lie 
plant mere similar in make and design to those that failed test- 
ing last July at Sandiu (New Mexico) Laboratories. The con- 
nectors lead to emergency systems activated in cases of nuclear 
coolant loss or a steam line break. 


Carl said I&M, a subsidiary of American Electric Power Co., 


had the choice of testing the connectors it was using or replacing 
them. Either would have required a plant shutdown, he added. 
I&M officials have stressed there has hecn no radiation leakage. 


He said (hat once the replacement project is completed, the 


plant Mil] be put back into operation until March. There is a 
scheduled shutdown then for nuclear refueling of Unit 1, the 
division manager said. It is hoped, he said, that the plant's Unit 
2 will have been fueled and going through testing operations by 
then.

He was hospi- 
talized before the 1976-77 season and lost nearly six pints of blood 
before the bleeding was controlled. There has been no precise 
diagnosis of his problem. 


Joe Falls of the Detroit Free Press reported the coach had now 


suffered severe bleeding for the fourth time, missing practice 


. twice last week, and did not want to jeopardize his family by his 
•hectic pace. 
- ; "It's all over and I can't believe it," Falls reported Vitale 


saying while he wept. "We've sold every reserve seat in the place 
ana it looked as if we were headed for a great season and then this 
had to happen." 


The Detroit Nexvs quoted a family source as saying Vitale was 


depressed. He acted on medical advice, the News said. 


Falls quoted VHale as saying he might want to return to 


"But you'll never know what it's like to 
lie in an intensive care unit and hear them talk about taking some 
of your stomach out. That stuff is rea!!y scary. How can I worry 
about basketball when I'm faced with something even bigger? My 
family will always come first with me," Vilale was quoted as 
saying.

"The knee hurt the whole 


game, but I expected (hat. It 
was like a headache, it just 


. tlirobbed all the time," said 


Stabler. 


It wasn't certain until just 


1 before gametime that Stabler, 


injured eight days earlier in a 
127 loss to the San Diego 
Chargers, would be starting. 


"It was up in the air all 


week," said 
Madden, who 


watched 
Stabler 
closely in 


pregame 
warmups 
before 


settling on him as the starter. 


At the same time last season, 


when the Haiders already had 
clinched a division title, Stabler 
no doubt would have taken a 
night off. But they're running 
second to Denver in the AFC 
West now and, despite making 
their record 3-2 Monday night, 
it's very likely the Raiders will 
IK going into the playoffs as the 
most respected wild card team

field for the first time, the 
Oakland fans greeted him with 
Uie kind of cheer George Blanda 
used to hear when he was com- 
ing on to win games a few years 
back.

12 yards to Cliff Branch and 44 
to Fred Biletnikoff. Mark van 
Eeghen's 143 yards rushing, 
giving him 1,011 for the season, 
led the ground attack, which 
rolled up 307 yards, and Pete 
Banaszak punched into the end 
zone for his 50th and 51st career 
touchdowns. 


The Bills, who have lost O.J. 


Simpson to a knee injury and 
nine of their 11 games this year, 
stayed in the game for a while 
with a one-dimensional offense.

The Sportsman's. Bass Club of Cassopolls hopes lo lure the 


'- backing of the Michigan Uniled Conservation Club before it tries 
; hooking Ihe Department of Natural Resources on the idea of a 


ycar-around bass season in Michigan.

The group's "bail" includes data compiled Ihrough a survey of 


1 Hie -17 other contiguous states that generally supports tile year- 


aroutid bass season proposal. 


Club Secretary Ted Nixon of Bontun Harbor, who put logclher 


the survey, says eight of the 15 northern stales checked have 
year-around seasons. And of the seven with closed seasons, three 
said the closed fishing season wasn't based on protecting bass. 


Nixon, the Benton Township plumbing inspector, also -says the 


idea thai the season musl be closed lo protect bass during 
spawning is not supported by scientific evidence. "One female will 


' lay from 20,000 to 148,00(1 eggs," declares Nixon. "And the biggest 


threal lo Ihe survival of these eggs is from natural 
causes...predation, disease, etc. Natural causes account for the 
dealh of more fish lhan fishermen." 


Nixon also refutes lire idea lhat a spawning bass is easy lo calch. 


"Prolecling spawning bass is Iradilion not backed up by biological 
fads," he conlinues. "II is very dlffictlll lo calch a bass on the bed, 
unless It's a male prolwting the bed after the eggs have hatched 
and the female has left. A male will strike a lure lo protect Ihc 
fry." 


The Sportsman's Bass Club, which is affiliated with Ihe MUCC 


and lite Bass Anglers Sportsman Society, wants the year-around 
season so anglers will IK able lo get more fishing days out of their 
sport. 


Nixon believes Ihe overall pressure on bass probably wouldn't be 


that much greater with Ihc year-around season because without an 
opening day Ihere wotildn'l be that concentrated interest in bass 
fishing. In fact, Nixon says one DNR official said "more fishing 
licenses arc sold with an opening day than would be sold with a 
year-around season." 


While admitting lhal Ihc year-around recommendation is being 


pushed for the benefit of bass fishermen, Nixon points out lhal 
BASS members Ihoughout (lie United States don't exploit the 
resource. 


All incmbcrs are required to have an aeraled live box in their 


- boals to keep caught bass alive. "In tournament fishing, all bass 


caught thai live arc returned to the water," stales Nixon. "During 
tire 1976 tournaments, 93 per cent were rclurned alive. The lour- 
namcnls are Just for Hie sport." 


The club also prohibits ils members from having tournamcnls 


on lakes il feels are gelling lo much fishing pressure. In line wilh" 
Ihis policy, it has placed Big Paw Paw Lake In Berrien County and 
Diamond Lake In Cass County off-limits for tourney fishing. 


The Bass Club also supports the law which established a 


minimum legal size of 12 inches on bass in Michigan, "il gives the 
fish more of a chance lo spawn." continues Nixon. "The serious 
bass fishermen is looking for quality fishing, nol quantity." 


Nixon's group first brought up ils idea at the MUCC stale con- 


venlion lasl June, bul Ihe proposal was tabled. It's now trying lo 
gel on Ihe agenda for Ihe MUCC board of direcliors meeting Dec. 
10-11 al Kalarnaax). If Ibe group docsn'l gel support Ihere, il will 
try lo "land" Hieyear-around season on ils o«n.

8ERK/EN SPRINGS - Mr. 


and Mrs. Gerald (Dorothy) 
Brown, proprietors or Oronoko 
Lakes Recreation Area 'here, 
have a unique opportunity to ob- 
serve bird life at close hand with 
18 swans, two to six mallard 
ducks and a Flock of 42 Canada 
geese nesting on their property. 


The flock of mute swans has 


developed from an original pair 
purchased by the Browns several 
years ago. "After the first couple 
of years we discovered we had 
two females, 
and 
had 
to 


exchange one for a male," Mrs. 
Brown laughed. The new male 
was Sam, who immediately 
became head swan. 


Sam and his mate, Sarah, have 


produced offspring for the last 
four years. A second pair, 
dubbed Carl and Clara, nested 
last year, but unsuccessfully. 


"In the spring nesting season, 


it can get'pretty wild around 
here," she continued. "Sam and 
Sarah don't want any of the other 
swans around." In their second 
nesting season, Sam and Sarali 
drove all the first-year offspring 
completely off the property 
"The young ones spent most of 
the time in the road," Mrs. 
Brawl said. 


"The swans arc very protec- 


tive of one another," adds Mrs. 
Brown. Jealous might be a more 


descriptive word. Last year 
when a wild mute swan appeared 
on the lake, Carl immediately 
escorted Clara to the far edge of 
the lake ami then attacked the 
stranger, driving him off for 
' good. 


About 13 years ago a pair of 


wild Canada geese began nesting 
on an island in one of the lakes 
owned by the Browns. Now three 
pairs of wild geese and their 
offspring of the last two years 
inhabit the islands. At, nesting 
time, the young of the previous 
year go off on tht'ir own, but re- 
turn to their parents in late 
summer. 


Canada geese mate at about 


two years of age ami retain the 
same partners for life, Mrs. 
J3rown said. "We watched the 
courtship of the second pair and 
couldn't help laughing when the 
father of the female repeatedly 
drove off the young male," said 
Mrs. Brown. Parental objections 
notwithstanding, 
thu 
young 


couple established their own nest 
and the next spring produced 
tiieir first flock of goslings. 


Each fall the main flock of 


geese is increased as olhers, 
probably' hatchlings of earlier 


years, join them for the winter. 
The winter visitors usually stay 
at a greater distance, however, 
said Mrs. Brown. 


One year a domestic goose egg 


was evidently placed in the nest 
of one of the Canada geese, said 
Mrs. Brown. Foghorn, as the 
white goose was named because 
of his distinctive voice, travels 
with four of the young Canada 
geese and is accepted as out- of 
the flock. 


Not so fortunate is Gertrude, a 


five-year-old Canada goose that 
was raised in a bathtub. Without 
parents, Gertrude never learned 
to fly and can only skim off a high 
bank to the surface of the water. 


"Gertrude came to us when the 


others were sitting on their 
nests. That, and the inability to 
fly, 
evidently kept Gertrude 


from being accepted by the 
others. Siie — it — is a loner," 
said Mrs. Brown. 


At least one pair of mallards 


lives year-iiround on the lakes, 
but they tend IT keep to them- 
selves. One or two extra pairs 
winter at the lakes. 


About three o'clock every af- 


lernoon. the geese, swans and 
ducks gather at the Browns' 


Outdoor Trail 


back door to feast on field corn. 


Campers at lire lakes seem to 


enjoy tlic birds. They save 
scraps of bread and lettuce for 
them, Mrs. Brown said. '.'And 
every once in a while a kid will 
come in carrying Gertie. But 
Gertie doesn't appreciate it.-" 


Fishermen, 
though,- ' oc- 


casionally rind their patience 
tested by the swans swimmiiiK 
near the piers where the anglers 
are trying to cast their lines. Nil 
encouragement to move'along 
seems to affect the. birds, who 
hang around until they lose 
interest in that particular loca- 
tion and move on at their/own 
unhurried pace.

A. The "stop order" — 


popularly referred lo as a "slop 
loss" order — has its place as a 
device for protecting part of a 
"paper" profit or for limiting a 
Joss. (Examples: If you buy a 
stock at 50 which rises lo 65 — at 
which point you become "tier- • 
vous" — you can always place a 
slop order lo sell If the slock 
retreats to, say, 82. You give up 
three.points of your present 
profit 
as 
an 
"Insurance 


premium" protecting a profit of 
12 points. Conversely, if you buy 
a stock at 65 and It declines, you 
can place an order to sell at 60, 
tiros putting a limit on your loss. 


Warning: Your sell orders at 


62 or 60 don't guarantee that you 
'will gel exactly 62 or 60. All they 
giiaranlec is that if the stock 
should back down lo 62 or 60 In 
the open market, your sell order 
will be activated 
"al 
the 


market" — that is, be executed 
at the best price your broker 
can obtain after a transaction 
has taken place at either 62 or 
BO. You might get 61% or 61 !4 
(or 59% or 59%) or whatever

. "rest" even if (especially |f) the 


advance is based on solid 
growth. It Is even entitled to a 
fivCTpoirtt (or more) retreat 
brought on by traders1 desire to 
grab profits. So It might very 
well retreat to 60, touch off your 
sale order, and then resume its 
climb to 105. 


Simllaryly — on limiting loss 


— a stock bought at 65 could 
easily go down to 60 for any 
number of reasops, and the 
rally.
